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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 5/13/08, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore previous rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,6-8, 13-16, 19 and 21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Wasaki as modified above teaches the power line 
terminating, relay device and method as recited above, however fails to further teach 
the further limitation of second inductors or the sum of the resistance values of the first 
and second resistors corresponds to a characteristic impedance of the indoor power 
lines, and the first and second inductors configure the series resonance circuit in 
cooperation with the first capacitor. At least this further limitation is not taught or 
rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
